know, is prone to be subtly dissuad- 
ed from giving his best performance 
to our common life because he is 
living in a demoralized era, and 
about him there 
are others 
ac- 


cepting a lower level. 


"Many 
persons 
are 
estimating 


success in terms of getting finan- 
cial advantage for themselves. They 
are aiming their children to do the 
same. Selfishness, greed and grasp- 
ing are wrong. But because of what 
is done it is hard to hold high 
Ideals. A man's good influence is 
stopped os soon as he shows he is 
living to gratify himself." 


Problem To Be Met 


Continuing, the Rev. Mr. Snyder 


said. "The problem is. will the at- 
mosphere in which we work and 
play go on demoralizing us. or can 
we count on a group of young men 
to arise and give new character to 
the general environment? The cen- 
tral issue is the American morale. 


"The world watches America. The 


nation watches the legion. 
Your 


town watches you. 


"A new world depends on wheth- 


er you and I find strength to stand 
for what is honest and unselfish in 
the face of demoralizing opportuni- 
ties. 


"Strange as it may seem, it re- 


quires a man more severe testing 


than 
the war. You will have 


neither general nor captain to stand 
over you and give you orders. In- 
stead, you will have a lone assign- 
ment, to go home and back what 
is right in your community. 


"You will not have the incentive 


of war-time enthusiasm 
and mo- 


rale. You will have to keep going 
for an invisible goal when other 
men are 
quitting, slipping 
back, 


taking cover, and apparently get- 
ting away with it. 


"How 
can you be that sort of 


man? Moral courage is dug in the 
' mine of God. 
Good qualities do 


not come from nowhere, but from 
somewhere. 
To 
be 
strong your 


character must be fed on a real 


j diet just as surely as your body. 
Underneath the conscience of man 
is not emptiness, but God. When 


I onr conscience has lost its grip on 
God we are helpless drifters." 


In conclusion the speaker said: 


"Deep within the heart of man is 
the pulsing, urging heart of the 
spirit of God. forgetting that a man 
becomes 
self-centered. 
Back of 


every great American life lay the 
inspiration of the words 
of 
the 


spirit of Jesus. And He has been 
the secret of Lincoln, Lee, Foch, 
so now. if He is not left unem- 
ployed, He is our chance. As we 
today watch Him still 
yearning 


over, the sick and sorrowing sons of 
men, 
we are moved to pity as we 


watch His strong vested interest 
alone. 


Courage Born 


| "As we compare our petty risks 
to the way He gave His life courage 
is born in us. Pondering Him we 
want to and do become more like 
Him.

He never knew' the lust for display 
th a t the so-called successful teemed with. The woods and the ponds, the 
call of his friends of the forest, enacted a dram a of beauty which he 
translated to the world. 
A nation’s strength will never bo measured in its display of wealth 
and arm ies or navies—but by th e honest efforts of its people to work and 
to create, living peaceably in a state of cooperation and helpfulness to ­ 
ward one another. 
A garden of flowers is by far a greater achievem ent than a hundred- 
story building that offices a thousand tenants bent upon gain for display.
